IOTA Contest 


In last week's bulletin we mentioned two planned entries for this contest, Ger EISKF 
who will be on Bere Island and the Papa Lima DX Group on Inis Mor. We can update 
this information now: firstly the Papa Lima group will be using the call sign EJ1Y on 
Inis Mor. Also, another of the Aran Islands, Inis Oirr will host members of the 
Limerick Radio Club, who will use the call sign EJOA, while two mainland operations 
have been announced - Declan EI9HQ and the East Cork Group EI7M. 


The IOTA contest takes place from 12: 00 UTC on Saturday 27th July to 12:00 UTC 
on Sunday 28th July, and is a mixed-mode contest. The contest is sponsored by the 
Radio Society of Great Britain, which this year is offering a Centenary 
Commemorative Certificate to anyone submitting a log containing a minimum of 100 
valid QSOs and 20 multipliers.
